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DETAILED ACTION 

*** This office action is in response to Applicant's RCE filed 4/1 1/08 and Amendment filed 
11/19/2007. Claims 12,14-19,21 are pending. Claims 1-1 1,13,20 were canceled. 

Election/Restrictions 

*** In view of Applicant remarked (at 4/1 1/08 remark page 2) about "... amendments lead to 
an initial restriction of claims 12, 14, and 21, which the Examiner agreed to withdraw during an 
interview with applicant's representative. . .". The restriction requirement of record is hereby 
withdrawn. All claims are considered and examined for patentability. In view of the withdrawal 
of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised any claim(s) in a continuation or 
divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 
F.2d 1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 12,14-19,21 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's amendments with remarks of record have overcome the rejections in the last 

office action. The references of record including Bond (5,991,156), Li (5,982,621), Higgins 
(5,583,377), Suzuki (6,028,358), Schatzler et al (2002/0192874), etc., , alone or in combination, 
do not fairly anticipatively disclose each and every aspect of the claimed method for fabricating 
an integrated circuit package, or fairly make a prima facie obvious case of the claimed method, 
in combination with other processing claimed limitations as recited in base claims 12 and 21 the 
inclusion of providing a ground ring on an inside of the cavity, the ground ring comprising, a 
first ground ring portion, accessible from the first surface of the substrate, a second ground ring 
portion, accessible from the second surface of the substrate, and a ground ring trace portion, to 
electrically connect the first ground ring portion to the second ground ring portion; fixing a heat 
slug in the form of a substantially fiat plate to said first surface of said substrate, such that said 
heat slug spans said cavity; mounting a semiconductor die to said heat slug, said semiconductor 
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die being disposed in said cavity; wire bonding said semiconductor die to ones of said 
conductive traces at said second surface of said substrate; encapsulating said wire bonds and said 
semiconductor die in an encapsulating material; and forming a ball grid array on said first 
surface of said substrate such that bumps of said ball grid array are in electrical connection with 
ones of said conductive traces; wherein the heat slug is fixed to the first surface of the substrate 
on which said ball grid array is formed; and, as in claim 11, wherein said substrate is 
substantially the same thickness as said semiconductor die; and as in claim 21, wherein said 
substrate and the ground ring are substantially the same thickness as said semiconductor die; 



Cited of interested: Schatzler (2002/0192874) for merely teaches at paragraph 67 about a 
ground ring 34 on the ring from the island 3 1 , wherein the semiconductor chip 1 is mounted on 
the island 3 1 .
